AIR FIGHT BY NIGHT — 
FIERCEST OF WAR 


Swarms of Allies’ Aeroplanes At- 
tack in France—22. Shot 
Down, Germans Say. —

BERLIN, July 10.—All reports indi- 
cate that the struggle for mastery of 
the ai-.on the west front has reached 
a@ pitch of intensity unprecedented dur- 
ing the war. Since the beginning. of 
the Somme battle the French and Eng- 
lish are employing swarms of fighting 
aeroplanes’ to break up the German 
eerial reconnoissance, which is greatly 
favored by the terrain, as the enemy's 
troop movements and drawing together 
of. huge masses of ammunition supphes 
are easily spotted by German fliers on 
the rolling plain of Picardy with its 
many little villages and lack of woods. 
Germans praise the undeniable dar- 
ing of enemy fliers, which is proved by 
the extraordinary number of twenty- 
two shot down hind the German 
front, but they contend that the Fok- 
ker fliers have. established new records 
of superiority over enemy fighting ac- 
one. Air battles are being fought with 
mereasing frequency, 
men at the front, 
rear, as a result of tne 
English air raids on German lines of 
communication. Every night iast week 
on which weather conditions permitted 
enemy squadrons were in action, trying 
to drop bombs on railways, bridges, 
and spots behind the German front, the 
short bright June nights ag lige ad 
favoring these excursions. arly dawn 
has been a favorite time for enemy 
squadrons to drop bombs. 
Eyewitnesses describe these squad- 
rons as sailing in close formation. on 
the straightest possible course toward 
their cal Most of the aeroplanes are 
loade with bombs and convoyed by 
fighting aeroplanes to. keep off the Ger- 
man Fokker fighters. Under way, the 
enemy fliers generally divide Into small 
groups, and after. finishing their job 
return homeward singly. German cor- 
respondents, however, unanimously re- 
ort that little serious damage so far 
Res teen inflicted by these continuous 
night raids,

BERLIN, July 10, (via London.)—Ger- 
man correspondents on the west front, 
telegraphing Sunday. agree in reporting 
that the great offensive is virtually at a 
standstill. -They also assert that it 
achieved no .results of practical import- 
ance in the week it lasted and that what 
gains were made were quite out of pro- 
portion to the losses suffered. 

The correspondent of the Lokal-An- 
zeiger telegraphs: 

“The offensive has been at a stand- 
still for the last three days and is shat- 
tering itself into a bitter group of con- 
flicts on the wall of our second lines. 
Our defending. forces have dammed up 
the advancing enemy in a basin and they 
are unable to unite forces sufficient to 
enlarge the borders of the basin to any 
extent worth noting.”’ 

The correspondent of the Vossische 
Zeitung reports that the first week of 
the offensive ‘‘has not brought the 
enemy any nearer his goal.’’ He inti- 
mates the possibility of an extension of 
the Allies’ efforts, saying: 

“All. kinds of signs point to the 
possibility of an extension of the front 
on which the offensive is taking place. 
Demonstrations by.the Allies continue at 

Bassée, Lens, on the Aisne and in the 
Bois de Pretre. Places far behind our 
front are being bombarded and squad- 
rons of aviators ascend to disturb our 
transports and rear communications. The 
success of all these efforts is very 
scanty.”’ 


PROF.GILBERT MURRAY HERE 


WI Seek by Lectures to Improve 
Anglo-American: Relations. 


Professor Gilbert Murray of Oxford 
University arrived yesterday on the 
Anchor liner Tuscania from Liverpool, 
accompanied by his wife, y .Mary 
Murray. He has come over to deliver.a 
series of ten lectures at Columbia Uni- 
versity on.the war and. what the feeling 
of the English is toward America. 

‘“‘It is my intention,’’ Professor Mur- 
ray said, ‘to endeavor to bring about 
better relations between the United 
States and Great Britain by smoothi 
away some -.of the complications whic 
have arisen since the war commenced 
in 1014.° I shall deal with some of these 
questions in my first lecture at Colum- 
bia University, which will be given at 
4:80 o'clock tomorrow afternoon.’’ 

When asked .about the-possibility of 
peace being declared this year in Du- 
rope, Professor Murray replied that he 
did not see any hope for such a s 'Yy 
termination of the war unless some big 
unforeseen event occurred. ; 

“The economic conditions in Germany 
regarding the scarcity of food,’’ he. con- 
tinued, ‘have been somewhat over- 
estimated. The German men with méans 
send their wives and families on 
periodical visits into Denmark ‘to. get 

lenty. of good food and rebuild their 

ealth. oreigners feel’ the changed 
living conditions in. Germany much more 
acutely than the natives. mét a: Nor- 
wegian civil ‘engineer who Sao =f a 
very fine and lucrative appointment in 
Germany after holding it for six months 
because, he said, he could not stand the 
general living conditions.’’ . 

In regard to the reports of. internal 
trouble in Germany with tne Socialists, 
over the continuation of the war, the 
Professor said: 

‘When I was in Denmark at the end 
of last April I met one of the best 
known. Socialist leaders from Berlin 
and asked him if he thoughr there was 
any .possibility of a. revolution by. his 
party in Germany over the high prices 
of food and the loss of life in the war. 

** He replied, emphatically; that there 
would be. no chahios of a revolution 
while the war continued, because t 
Socialists were all patriots first. an 
would die in defense of the Fatherland. 
After the war was over there might ‘be 
aiserious revolution, if it ended unsuc- 
cessfully for Germany.’’ 3

Battle Raging for Days Along 
the British Front, with 
; Slow Progress. 


GREAT. MASSING OF GUNS 


Terrible Losses. of the Prussian 
)-Guard Reported—Scenes from . 
the British Lines.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES .IN 
THE FIELD, July 8.—After the first 
four days of battle there was some- 
thing. like a lull for twenty-four hours, 
a lull filled with the great noise of the 
guns, which was then broken by fresh 
assaults made by our troops in the di- 
rection of Mamets. Wood, and Contal- 
maison.- For two days now, on Thurs- 
day and Friday, there has been severe 
fighting in that territory, and although 
we lost Contalmaison last ‘night after 
taking it in the morning it is, I am sure, 
only a temporary setback, for our po- 
sition ig strong in its neighborhood and 
great loss hag been inflicted upun te 
enemy. .The.batthe of Contalmaison is 
not yet finished. It will be a distinct 
nna amportant episode in the history of 
this campaign. 

i huve veen able to see something of 
the battle,:all the'dierce picture or our 
suelifire, but. at the time with no ac- 
curate idea of what really was happen- 
ing beyond our guns, and with that 
sense of. confusion and mystery which 
all soldiers have when they are on the 
battletield, knowing very little of what 
is going on ‘to the left or right of them, 
not knowing what is happening. to 
themselves or why they stand where 
they do, or what order will next: come 
to them or- whether our men are doing 
well or badly. 

Watching the Battle. 

It was early in the morning. I went 
out beyond many of our batteries and 
watched the bombardment that was to 
precede the infantry attacks upon the 
enemy's positions in front of Contal- 
maison and the right on Mametz 
Wood, where e of our men held 
the southwest corher. There were large 
bodies ot troops about the high ground 
where our’old trenches are, and bunched 
about in groups beyond the slope lead- 
ing téd the line from which our attack 
was to be made. They seemed to have 
nothing in the world. to do except to 
hang about in a casual way. Many 
of them were lying on the grass or 
along the roadsides asleep. Not all the 
roar of the guns made them turn un- 
easily. They had been there all night 
waiting to up in support, and now, 
dog tired, they were taking the chance 
tor rest. It was not hog a safe spot 
for sleep. Although the enemy’s guns 
Vee vuusy on ditterent places there 
was no knowing whether they might 
not shift a point or two this way’ at 
ony a.sunent. ‘she roadway had already 
tempted some of their shells earlier in 
the morning. Tall beech trees, here and 
there, had been cut clean in half and 
a litter of branches and foliage lay be- 
low broken stumps. . There were new 
shell craters in the field over the ee 9 
just where a company of R. A. M. C. 
men had sat down on their stretchers 
waiting for work, but nobody seem 
to worry. 

The Captain of the Pioneers spoke to 
me, asking: “Any news?’’ He was a 
middle-sized, keen-looking man with a 
humorous look in his grey eyes, which 
were shaded by a steel helmet, khaki 
covered. He was as muddy as a scare- 
crow and shivered a little after a night 
in the rain. 

‘* Dashed if I know what's happening,’’ 
he said. -'‘ One never-does. Our fellows 
are supposed to be going Up. but no 
orders have come along. There's our 
Adjutant waiting for ’em.’’ 

looked across the road and saw the 
Adjutant. He was lying on his back, 
quite straight at full length, with his 
head on a pack and a waterproof coat 
over him. e was profoundly asleep. 

The Pioneer Captain pointed toward lit- 
tle masses of men below the crest of ris- 
ing ground beyond which were hell 
fires. ‘‘I thought they would go up an 
hour ago, but they're still waiting, poor 
lads. expect they’ll go in all right.’’ 

Mametz village was under a pall of 
greenish smoke, and not a minute passed 
without a big German shell bursting over 
it and raising a black cloud. 

“Nasty kind of a place,’’ said the 
Pioneer. ‘‘1 thought I should have to 
spend the night there. Glad I didn’t, 
though, and such a night. I never saw 
anything like it. It was exactly like 
hell, only worse. The sky was full of 
shells and lights, bursting like blazes. 
Hulloa! Some of ’em are going up.” 

The men who were in small bunches on 
the low ground were getting into a new 
kind of order. They were moving up 
toward-the crest in extended formation. 

A German shell was coming our way. 
I heard its high, roping note, and 
shifted my steel hat a little, hoping it 
might serve. There was a nasty crash 
fifty yards away, below the road, where 
some of the men were bunched. A whis- 
tle sounded, and the R. A. M. C. men, 
who had been squatting on their stretch- 
ers, sprang up and ran, carrying their 
stretchers, down the track. They had 
found ‘some work to dc. 

Two other shells came closer, and we 
changed our position a little. It was 
getting rather hot, but not so hot as 
other places, compared with which our 
grund was paradise. Mametz Village 
was behind our lines now, and was be- 
ing shelled heavily a | the enemy. It 
was a very ugly spot, but even that was 
a health resort, as the soldiers say, 
compared with any of the German posi- 
tions in the neighborhood of Contal- 
maison. 

Our guns were concentrating their 
fire all along the line north of Birch 
Tree Wood from Horseshoe Trench, now 
in other hands, across to Peak Wood 
and Quadrangle Trench and away to 
Mametz Wood, on the right. We also 
were patting a terrific barrage. around 
the village of Contalmaison and Acid 
Drop Copse. Our batteries, heavy and 
light, seemed to be in rings around this 
storm centre. The heavies were away 
behind, and I could only know of their 
existence by the great shells that came 
rushing overhead from invisible .places 
at’ long’ range, with a long drone, like 
gome. great harp plucked: by the god 


or. 
Search shells crossed the valley and 
smashed over the enemy’s lines. They 
came in great numbers. The field ns 
were not invisible. I could see them 
winking in the valleys and.up.the slopes 
as far as the eye could range. They 
fired salvos or. single rounds with sharp 
and. separated rat-tat-tats. 
_ Every kind of gun and howitzer, old 
grandmothers, long six-inchers, foeur- 
point~-seven, French soixantesquinze, and 
our own eighteen pounders played the 
devil over the German lines. 


The Time for the Charge. 


I.think it wag about 11 o'clock that 
they lifted and put a dense barrage of 
shells further back. For the first time 
in ‘my experience this. movement was 
perceptible. It was a kind of a hush for 
just a second, as though all the ns 
were taking breath. Then the tusiult 
began again, while the infantry. went 
forward, into and through,.the smoke. 
A little while later I saw rockets high 
above the-smoke in the direction of Con- 
talmaison. Something told me, though 
without any certainty, that. our men

As soon as our barrage lifted ovr 
troops on the right, most of them men 
of Yorkshire and the northern coun- 
ties, swept forward,and without great 
trouble entered Contalmaison and Bail- 
iff Wood to the northwest. It was their 


lights I had seen signaling through the 
smoke. It was a Sagnificent success, 


not too dearly bought, but just when our 
position leoked full of promise for the 
morrow disappointing news came. .’The 
details of what’ happened are not clear.

They were the remnants of the third 
Prussian Guards division, which had 
been so utterly broken that it no longer 
exists as a fighting unit. Those who did 
not fall into our hands have been with- 
drawn from the line. The morale of 
the men, as well as their fighting force, 
has been smashed. Even the officers 
admit that. They have no more stomach 
for the fight, and. several men with 
whom I spoke today were frank An say- 
ing they were glad to be prisohers, to 
be safe, at last, from the frightfulness 
Some of them told me that 
after leaving Valenciennes a few days 
ago after our attack started they were 
brought to Cambrai, and while the of- 
ficers were sent on by motor cycle they 
marched a long distance through an un- 
known country to the front. They did 
not know the names of the villages they 
passed. Their officers had no maps, and 
they had an ominous feeling that they 
were going to their doom, but the 
strength of our artillery and its deadly 
accuracy of aim surprised them. They 
oo know the English had such gun- 
ners. 

Still more were they surprised by the 
dash of our infantry, as they heard 
they had against them the men of the 
new army. The Prussian prisoners be- 
longed chiefly to the Lehr grenadiers 
and fusileers, the All Guards division, 
the 70th Jaeger and the 10th, 114th, and 
190th Regiments of the line. Some of 
them I spoke to were Poles from Silesia. 
They are tall men of good hysique, 
well fed and some of them middle aged 
and fathers of families. ‘They corres- 
pond to the French territorials.

Storms Stopped British Advance. 


LONDON, Tuesday, July 11.—The 
London Times's headquarters corre- 
spondent, describing the Battle of Gon- 
talmaison on Friday, says: 

‘*‘ The later incidents of the battle are 
obscure owing to a rainstorm of great 
violence, which not only shut off the 
view, but made operations almost im- 
possible at times. What is certain is 
that at one time the British rushed far 
beyond where they were in the morning. 
They went through and beyond Con- 
talmaison to a line well on the other 
side of the town, then retired, not owihg 
to any enemny counterattack or enemy 
pressure, but from mischance and mis- 
understanding in the storm and dark- 
ness. It is not the first time that the 
weather has beaten us where the Ger- 
mans could not.”’

Because of the much more interesting 
happenings on other fronts, not much 
attention has been paid either in the 
current press or in the various military. 
reviews to the part Italy has played 
and. is still playing in the offensive 
acheme of -the Entente. The Austrian 
movement against Italy some weeks ago 
gave every indication of being planned 
with a view to reaching a décision 
against Italy and forcing her out of the 
war. No other interpretation is_possi- 
ble . of the extensive and _ carefully 
mapped: out Austrian operation. The 
speed with which the Italians were 
thrust back and all reports of the fight- 
trig in that circle of tangled mountains 
bore witness to the héavy concentration 
of guns of all calibres that had been 
gathered. <Austria’s move could not have 
been a hurried one. 
planned -as far back as last. Winter. 
This is arrived at by the knowledge of 
the concentration. that was made and 
of the meagre transportation -facilities 
in this district over which it had to be 
made. - 

The only way Austria could bring into 
the Trentino the number of guns and 
shells that she is known to have used 
is down the valley of the Adige by way 
of Bolzano. The situation from a.trans- 

ort viewpoint is entirely different from 

at which exists in France, for exam- 
ple. There many railroads contribute to 
simplify the transport problem, . In 
Trentino there is but one that can: be 
used, and it was over this.road, there- 
fore, that the Austrian preparations 
were made. 

The story of the first smashing suc- 
vesses of the Austrians is now well 
known. To the Russian offense in Ga- 
licia is attributed the end of these suc- 
cesses and the beginning of the Italian 
counterattack.

Difficulty of Getting Sufficient 
Fresh Meat Is Increased by 
the Lack of Ice.

SIXTH DIVISION HEADQUARTERS,

It was said last week that the com- 
pany of the Twenty-eighth Infantry at 
Hidalgo, as well as the regular cavalry, 
had tentative orders to move to Fort 
Ringgold, opposite the Mexican concen- 
tration camp at Camargo, as soon as 
the militiamen -were able to police the 
border, both ways from Hidalgo. It is 
believed here that the reguiars will 
evacuate their positions as soon as 
the New York troops are ready to move 
into the places, and prepare for an of- 
fensive shouta negotiations with Car- 
ranza fail. 

This provisional troop will be composed 
of men from all the troops of the Sec- 
ond and Third Squadrons of the First 
Cavalry, and it is expected that the first 
patrol will have many non-commissioned 
officers as well as Lieutenants and Cap- 
tains, so that the officers may be able 
to instruct the enlisted men of other 
patrols. As ‘soon as the First Squadron

To Cover Thirty Miles.

After Delay in St. Louis Troopers

ON BOARD SQUADRON A, TROOP 
TRAIN,. DENISON, Texas, July 10.—

Fords to be Watched.

Believing that the withdrawal of the 
Mexicans from the border is a feint 
and that border raids in what has been 
known as one of the most vulnerable 
spots will begin, Texas Rangers have 
been gathernig in the north countr 
about twenty miles from the river. t 
has been the custom of the Mexicans on 
this part of the border to avoid the 
towns along the railroad, as well as 
those along the river, and to steal forty 
or fifty miles into the interior, where 
they gather herds of cattle and horses 
to run; back across the border. For 
the Mexicans do not want to fight now, 
the rangers say. but they are hungry 
and will fight for food. 
The withdrawal of the troops from 
Reynosa has not decreased the number 
of Mexican woman and children who 
cross the river at Hidalgo to buy the $2 
worth of food allowed by the customs of- 
ficers. It has increased their number, 
and half-starved and half-clad Mexican 
women with numberless small children 
fill ever across the 
river. hey buy beans and sugar and 
flour in the Mexican stores at Hidalgo, 
and the limit placed by the Government 
seems unecessary, for their husbands are 
peons, and a Mexican with more than $2 
to spend at once is not a peon.

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DENIES TROOPS ARE ILL-FED. 


War Department Answers Allega- 
tions Regarding Rations, 


to The New York Times, © 
WASHINGTON, July 10,—The follow- 
ing statement was issued by the War 
Department today through Major Mac- 
Arthur, of.the Military Press Bureau: 
The attention. of the War. Department 
has been called to several articles ap: - 
ing in newspapers claiming that the militia 
troops are not being properly rationed. 
Although no official complaint to. this effect 
m received, the War Department 
has investigated these alleged stances - 
and can report them absolutely unfounded. 
Everywhere the troops are being excellent- 
ly cared for and the men themselves have 
no complaints to make. Such rumors 
unjustifiably ‘alarm the parents and rela- 
tives of the militiamen’ and act as a de- 
terrent upon recruitng. 
A second warning that Villa . bandits 
are headed for the Big Bend district of 
Texas was given to. the State Depart- 
ment today by Eliseo Arredondo, the 
Mexican Ambassador designate. He 
told Acting Secretary Polk his Govern- 
ment had given him definite informa- 
tion that the bandits were moving 
northward toward Boquillas, Texas, and 
he’ promised co-operation of Carranza 
forces. ’ P 
Mr. Arredondo said he hada no infor- 
mation regarding the number of bandits 
or their distance from the American line. 


The first warning of their approach was 
given last. week. The info.:nation was 
sent to the War Department and for- 
warded to Major General Funston. 
Mr. Arredondo received advices from 
his Government today which, he said, 
closed the incident in which an Amer- 
ican warship searched a Mexican sail- 
ing vessel at Guaymas. No protest will 
be’ made and his advices will be deliv- 
ered to the State Department later. 
A joint resolution to empower the 
President to negotiate by commission for 
urchase of ‘‘ such portion of Northern 
exico, including Lower California, as 
may be obtained,’’ was introduced today 
Representative Caldwell of New 
ork. It invites Mexico to appoint a 
like commission. It was referred to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, where simi- 
lar resolutions have died. 
Secretary Daniels today challenged the 
statement that there was ground for 
complaints reported to have been made 
by American refugees from Mexico re- 
cently brought from Tampico to Galves- 
ton on board the naval transport Dixie. 
One of the allegations was that Cap- 
tain Joel R. P. Pringle of the Dixie had 
forced some of the refugees to work out 
ong passage and perform menial serv- 
ces. 

Captain Pringle has reported to the 
department, in substance, as follows: 

All refugees express most cordial appre- 
clation‘of the treatment they received on 
board the Dixie. The Galveston papers 
published interviews which expressed appre- 
clation by the refugees of the treatment 
they received. The refugees volunteered tc 
do any kind of work possible in order to 
assist the ship's force, and some of the vol- 
unteers were employed in the fireroom and 
some as messmen. Most cordial relations 
existed between refugees and ship's officers 
and crew at all times: 

Secretary Daniels also made. public 
extracts from statements made by refu- 

ees oe ee the criticisms as be- 
ng unwarranted, and praising Captain 
Pringle for his treatment of the pas- 
sengers. :

Extra Car Added to Train to Relieve 
the Crowding.

ON BOARD SECOND FIELD AR- 
TILLERY TRAIN, SALAMANCA, 
N. Y., July 10.—The Second Field Artil- 
lery had no camp to break this. morn- 
ing, and the men slept until breakfast 
time to make up for the hard labor of 
the preceding day. Those attached to 
headquarters in the two coaches preced- 
ing the officers’ Pullman, as yet the 
only sleeper obtainable, slumbered until 
the officers’ breakfast was taken 
through the coaches from’ the kitchen 
car. 

The appetizing smell of bacon and 
scrambled eggs produced an instan- 
taneous effect, for as soon as the steam- 
ing dishes were carried through the cars 
inquiring ‘eyes were turned to see what 
was coming and that tired feeling was 
transmuted into that hungry feeling. 
The Commissary Department under 
Captain A. D. Washington, was equal 
to its task. The officers’ negro cook 
surely did not mistake his calling. As a 
matter of fact, fried eggs were ordered, 
but since they were cooked in a boxcar 
that had no springs they turned out 
otherwise. 

At Deposit, N. Y., the headquarters 
section caught up with the train carry- 
ing Battery B. The horses and mules 


had been detrained and were on the 
stock farm of John Page, while the men 
in khaki uniforms mingled with the vil- 
lage people. The Headquarters detach- 
ment also .stopped at the stock farm and 
unloaded its horses and mules. 
Regimental Quartermaster Louis F. 
Kuntz purchased supplies at Deposit. 
Moreover, he laid down the law to the 
conductor concerning the train equip- 
ment. The men had been crowded into 
the cars three to two places in some 
cases. 

‘If we don't get more cars, we'll stop 
at 6 o’clock,’’ he declared. ‘‘ They write 
a lot of regulations, pin them on the 
wall, and then tie railroad shoots the 
men in three to two seats.”’ 

At Salamanca another coach was add- 
ed and the men spread out. 

In loading the animals at Deposit, 
after a four-hour wait, Private bey a 
C. Looker of Battery B was kicked in 
the jaw by a mule and knocked out. 
He. was attended by Major 8S. F. Cor- 
bett, head of the Medical Corps, and, 
with a few patches of plaster, was as 
well as ever. 

Elmira afforded the regiment the 
most cordial welcome.

‘* Each of my subordinate command- 
ers has been instructed to punish any 
one, soldier or civilian, who does not 
extend every courtesy to foreigners.”

with your knowledge, not of yourself and 

of your manufacturing processes but of 

them and their commercial needs. 
“That is statesmanship, because that 


is relating your international activities 
to the conditions which exist in other 
countries. If we can once get what 
some gentlemen are so loath to 7 
us—a merchant marrne (applause)—i 

can once get in a position to Gelivar 
our own goods, then the goods we have 
to deliver wil! be adjusted to the desire 
of those to whom we deliver them, and 
all the world will welcome America in 
the great field of commerce and manu- 
facture. 

“There has been a great deal of talk, 
my fellow-citizens, about service. 
wish the word had not been surrounded 
with so much sickly sentimentality, be- 
cause it is a gook. robust, red-blooded 
word, and it the key to everything 
that concerns the peace and prosperity 
of the world. You cannot force ror. 
self upon anybody who is not onliges 
to. take you. The only way in wh 
you can be sure of being accepted is we 
being sure.that you have got something 
to offer that is Worth taking: And the 
only way you can be sure of that is by 
heing sure that you wish to adapt it to 
the use ahd service of the people to 
whom you are trying to sell. 

Deplores Force in Mexico. 

“I was-trying to expound in another 
place the ‘other day the long way and 
the short way to get together. The long 
way is to fight. I have heard some gen- 
tlemen say that they want to hélp 
ALexico, and the way they propose to 
help, her is to overwhelm her with force. 
That. is the long .way to help Mexico, 
a8 well as. the wrong way. Because 
after the fighting you have a nation full 
of justified- suspicions and animated by 
well-founded hostility and hatred. And 
then will. you help them? Then will you 
establish cordial business relationships 
with them? ‘Then will you go on as 
neighbors and establish their  confi- 
dence? 

“*On the contrary, you will have shut 
every door as if it were of steel against 
you. 


Won't Aid Mexico’s Exploiters. 


** What makes Mexico suspicious of 
us is that she does. not believe as yet 
that we want to serve her. She be- 
lieves we want to. possess her. And she 
has justification for the belief in the 
way in which some of our fellow-citi- 
zens have tried to exploit her privileges 
and possessions. For my part, I will 
not serve the ambitions of those gentle- 
men, but I will try to serve all America, 
so far as intercourse with Mexico is 
concerned, by trying to serve Mexico 
herself ; 

“There are some things that are not 
debatable. Of course, we have got to 
defend our border. That goes without 
saying. Of course, we must make good 
our own sovereignty, but we must re- 
spect the sovereignty of Mexico. I am 
one of those—I have sometimes suspect- 
ed that there were not many of them— 
who believe absolutely in the Virginia 
bill of rights, which says that a people 
has the right to do anything they please 
with their own country and their own 
Government. 

*“*I am old-fashioned enough to believe 
that, and I am going to stand by those 
entlemen who. wish to _ believe that. 

hat is for the benefit of ‘ butters-in.’ 
Now, I use that ag an illustration, my 
fellow-citizens. 


Pleads for Permanent Pence, 

“What do we most desire-when the 
present tragical confusion of the world’s 
affairs is over? We desire permanent 
peace, do we not? Permanent peace can 
grow only in one soil. That is the soil 
of actual good will. Good will cannot 
exist without mutual comprehension. 

“Charles Lamb, the English writer, 


made a very delightful remark that I[ 
have long treasuréd in my memory. 


“He stuttered a littie bit, and he said of 


some one who was not present, ‘I 
h-h-hate et m-m-man.’ Some one 
Charles, you don’t know 
‘Oh, of course I don’t 
know him, i can’t hate a man I know.’ 

“That is a profound human remark. 
You can’t hate. a man that you know. 
I know some rascals that I have tried 
to hate, I have tried to head thetn off 
as rascals, but I have been unable to 
hate them. I have likéd them. 

‘And so not to compare like with 
unlike, in the relationships of nations 
with each other, many of our antagon- 
isms are based upon misunderstanding, 
and as long as you cannot take its point 
of view you cannot commend your goods 
to its purchaser. 

“ As long as you go to it with a super- 
cilious air, for example, and patronize 
it, and then, as we have tried to do in 
some less developed countries, tell them 
that that is what they ought to want 
whether they want it or not, you can’t 
do business with them. You have got to 
approach it just as you really ought to 
speroach all matters of human rela- 
tionship. 

‘““These people who give their money 
to philanthropy, for example, but cannot 
for the life of them see from the point 
of. view of those for Whose benefit they 
are giving the money, are not philan- 
thropists. They endow and romote 
philanthropy, but you cannot love all 
sorts and conditions of men. 

‘“‘The great barrier in this world I 
have sometimes thought is not the bar- 
rier of principle, but the barrier of taste. 
Certain classes of society find certain 
other classes of society distasteful to 
them. They don’t like the. way they 
dress. They do not like the infrequency 
with which they bathe. They do not 
like to’ consort with them under the 
conditions in which they live. 

*‘ Therefore they stand at a distance 
from them, and it is impossible for 
them to serve them, because they do 
not understand thém and they do not 
feel the common pulse of humanity and 
the common school of experience which 
is the only thing which_ binds us to- 
gether and educates us in the ‘same 
fashion. 

** This, then, my friends, is the simple 
message that I bring to vou. Lift your 
eyes to the horizon of business. Do not 
look too close at the little processes 
with which you are concerned, but .let 
your thoughts and your imaginations 
run abroad throughout the whole ‘world 
and with the inspiration of the. thought 
that you are Americans and are men 
who carry liberty and justice and. the 
principles. of humanity wherever vou £0. 

‘Go out and sell goods that will make 
the world more comfortable and ‘more 
happy, and convert them to the prin- 
ciples-of America.’’ 


President Defends His Party. 


“Representative business men of De- 
troit greeted President Wilson at 
luncheon at the Detroit Athlette Club 
this afternoon. The President in his 
speech after the luncheon said: 

“I am glad to find myself in Detroit 
and face to face with the men who have 
played the principal part in giving it 
distinction throughout the country and 
throughout the world. Looking about 
among you, I see that it is true in this 
matter, as in others, that.the only men 
fit for such a job are young men and 


men who never grow old, There is the 
liveliness of youth in the eyes even of 
those of you who have shared with me 
the painful parting with the, hirsute ap- 
pendage. . 

‘“T have been interested in some 
things Mr. Denby has said to me today. 
He has shame-facedly admitted that he 
has found himself enjoying the_ com- 
pennenip of Democrats. ow, I heave 

ong enjoyed the friendship and. com- 
panionship of Republicans, because 
am by instinct a teacher and I would 
like to teach them metre. We po 
been trying, some of us, for a good 
many years to teach in politics, as well 
as elsewhere,: this patgeey niet we are 
all in the same boat. -We have common 
interests, and it is our business to un- 
derstand and serve ‘those common in- 
terests. 

“The great difficulty’ that has con- 
fronted us. gentlemen, has often been 
that we have deliberately looked at 
these common interests ‘from . self- 
chosen angles, which made thém look 
as if some of us: were separated from 
others, and as if some of us wanted to 
depress business, for example,’ and oth- 
ers of Us wanted to exalt business.

The man who is 
immersed in the beginnings of business, 
who is trying to get his foothold, who.is 
trying to get other’ men to believe in 
him and lend him money and truat-him 
to make profitable use of that money, is 
the man who knows what the business 
conditions in the United States are, and 
I would rather take his counsel as to 
what ought to be done for business than 
the counsel of any established captain 
of industry, because the captain of in- 
dustry is looking backward and the 
other man. is looking forward.” 

“The conditions of business change 
with every generation; change with 
every decade; are now changing at an 
almost breathless pace, and the men 
who have made good are not feeling the 
tides as the other men are feeling 
them, The men who have -got into the 
position of captaincy, unless they are 
of unusual fibre, unless they are of un- 
usually catholic sympathy, unless they

The Democracy of Business. 


“So I invite your thoughts in what I 
sincerely belfevé to be an entirely non- 
partisan spirit to the democracy of busi- 
ness. An act was recently passed in 
Congress that some of the most intel- 


ligent business’ men’ of this country 
earnestly’ o6pposed~men whom I knew, 
men ‘whose character I trusted, men 
whose integrity I absolutely believed in: 
I refer to thé Federal Reserve act, by 
which we inténded and succeeded in 
taking credit out of: the control of a 
small, number of men end making. it 
available to'ecverybody who had real 
commercial assets, and the very men 
who opposed that. act, and opposed it 
couscientiously, now admit that it saved 
the country from 4 ruinous panic when 
the stress of War came. on, and that it 
is, the salvation of every business man 
who is in the midst of the tides that I 
have been, trying to describe. 

‘* What- does that mean, gentlemen? 
It means that you can gét a settled 
point: of view: and can conscientiously 
oppose progress if you do not need prog- 
ress yourself. That is what it means. 

‘I am not impugning the eer eenee 
even of the men, who oe osed these 
things, because the same thing happens 
to every man; if he is not of extraordi- 
nary make-up he cannot see the néces- 
sity for a, thing tiat ne does not himself 
need. When you have abundant credit. 
and control of credit; you, of course, do 
not need that the area of ‘credit should 
be broadened. 


Believes in the Ordinary Man. 


‘So I say that the suspicion is begin- 
ning to dawn in many quarters that 
the average man knows the business 
necessities of the country just as well 
ag the extraordinary man does. I be- 
lieve in the ordinary man. If I did not 
believe in the ordinary man I would 
move out of a democracy and, if I could 
find a decent monarciy, I would live in 
it. The very gan treed of America is 
based upon the validity of the judg- 
ments of the average man, and call 
you to witness that there have hot beén 
many catastrophes in American history. 
I call you to witness that the average 
a of the populace of the United 

tates have been sound judgments. I 
call you to witness that this gréat ‘im- 
pulse of the common: opinion has been 
a lifting {pu ulse and not a depressing 
impulse. at is the object of agso- 
ciations like that which is gathered here 
today—this Salesmanship Congresa? 
The moral of it is that a few. men can- 
not determine the interests of a large 
body of men, and ‘that the only way 
to determine them and advance them 
is to. have a representative assembly 
chosen by themselves get together and 
take‘ common council regarding them 
And: do you not notice that in every 
great: oceupation_in the United States 
there is beginning to be more and more 
of this common council, and have you 
not noticed. that the more common 
council you have the higher the stand- 
ards are that are insisted upon? 

’T attended the other day thé con- 
gress of the advertising men, and their 
motto is.‘ Truth and fair dealing in what 
you represent your business to' be and 
your goods to be.’ I have no doubt that 
in every association like this the pre- 
vallag sentiment is that only A the 
highest standards—? mean the highest 
moral standards—can you achieve the 
most permanent and satisfactory busj- 
ness ‘results. - Was that the prevalent: 
conception béfore these associations 
were’ drawn together? Have you not 
found the moral judgment of the av- 
erage man stéadiés the whole process 
and clarifies it?.'Do you not know more 
after every conference with your fel- 
lows.than, you did before?

They did 
not know how to.come without being tn- 
vited, and they did not care to come if 
they came on the same terms with 
everybody else, knowing that every- 
body else was welcome whom I had 
time to confer with. 

‘“‘Am I telling you things unobserved 
by you? Do you not know that these 
things are true? And do you not be- 
lieve with me that the affairs of the 
nation can be better conducteti on the 
basis of general counsel than upon the 
basis of special counsel? Men are col- 
ored and governed by their occupations 
and their surroundings and their habits. 
If I wanted to change the law radically 
I would not consult a lawyer. If I 
wanted to change business methods rad- 
ically I would not consult a man who 
made a conspicuous success by using 
the present methods that I wanted to 
change. Not because I would distrust 
these men, but because I would know 
that they would not change their think- 
ing overnight; that they would have to 
go through a long process of reéac- 
quaintance with the circumstances of 
the time before a could be converted 
to my point of view. You get a good 
deal more light. on the street than you 
do in any private rank and file of your 
fellow-citizens—than you do in any pri- 
vate conference whatever.

The Country’s Duty. 

This country, above every country in 
the world, gentlémen, is meant to lift, 
it is meant to ada to the forces that im- 
prove.

Advice About Foreign Trade.

Two years later the Republican Party 
found the Prohibitionists a rock in 
their path. En 1888, ‘led by General 
Cimton B. Fiex, and even in 1892, 
when General Joun BOWELL was its 
candidate, it was a force to be reckoned 
with. Now it is the wreck of a party, 
driven even to mask its lack of votes 
behind cand@idacies supported by Davy 
LaMak, behind the candidacy of a seif- 
confessed corruptionist who was not 


last to try and seduce @ millionaire 
into furnishing it with a begus appear- 
ance of strength. 

What has caused the downfall of the 
Prohibition. Party? The success of 
Prohibition. As Prdhibition has added 
victory to victory, the Prohibition 
Party. has falien from importance to 
nothingness and from respectability to 
disgrace, until now it is a political 
vagabond. All the importance it now 
has is for trading purposes, like the 
Irving Hall Democracy of this city for 
several years before it died a miserable 
death. Every new victory for Prohibi- 
tion drives another nail in the coffin of 
the Prohfbition Party. Youag men no 
longer join its ranks, and the old men 
keep ‘it up, some of them from mere 
force of habit, some of them for ad- 
vertising purposes on the Chautauqua 
circuit and elsewhere. The signs that 
have always preceded the extinction 
of a party are thick about the Pro- 
hibition Party. If it had died twenty- 
five years-ago it would have found 
many good and sincere men to mourn 
it. None will mourn it now, and it can- 
not die too soon; for its purpose is 
gone, its morality is dubious, and there 
is no room in politics for derelicts. It 
has become an unedifying old repro- 
bate, and should begone. 

THE RUSSIAN PHOENIX. 

What Russia is doing now she would 
have done a year ago but for what is 
the most horrible form of treachery to 
the flag—graft in time of war. The 
shoddy contractors of the North were 
far viler traitors to the Union than 
ABNOLD was to the Colonies. The ad- 
miration of the world is now given un- 
stintedly to the grandeur of the Rus- 
Sian advance, as it has been given to 
the steady bravery of the French re- 
sistance and to the unavailing heroism 
of the Belgian sacrifice and the Ser- 
bian fortitude under immolation. But 
it increases that admiration to reflect 
that a year ago Russia did just what 
she is doing now, only to fail at the 
moment when triumph was at hand 
because of an inner enemy; that, 
weaponless, she was driven back from 
her conquered lands to her own terri- 
tory; that, undiscouraged by a defeat 
which was thought to have taken her 
out of the war, she went patiently to 
work to grow new armies to replace 
her slaughtered thousands, to fill her 
empty arsenals on a colossal scale, and 
to begin again at the beginning in 
1916. 

Germany must wate have thought 
her out of the war, and out for a long 
time to come.. There is a significant 
bit of news in what our staff corre- 
spondent in Russia, Mr. MonTGoMERY 
SCHUYLER, wrote upon his return to 
America—that on the Russian front 
less than 26 per cent. of the German 
and Austrian shells explode. No such 
phenomenon has been noted on the 
western front. There can be only one 
explanation. The Germans had their 
best ammunition on the western front, 
their poorest on the eastern. Why? 
Because they did not expect any 
trouble.on the eastern front. It is evi- 
dent that their munition supply is not 
as good as it was, and probable that 
they have been experimenting with 
new substances. The experimental 
§ hanrenccg rays gpa ancl egal 
necessity of perfect ammunition was 
least apparent. 

They thought, then, that the great 
defeat of 1915 had relieved them of the 
peril of the Russian advance, end it is 
easy to understand the astonishment 
described by the Berlin correspondent 
of The Associated Press over “ the re- 

“ cuperative power of the Russians and 
“their freely flowing reservoirs of 
“both men. and munitions,” BrRusi- 
Lorr’s victory of 1916 ought to have 
been NrowoLas’s. victory of 1915. The 
Russians overwhelmed Bukowina in 
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1915, and their advance was as terrible 


baad SODARAS au helt. caiee Ok tee 
moment of victory their munitions 
‘gave out, and they gave up all they 
haa won end more too. The Russian 
bear went beck, fighting with bare 
claws against deadly weapons. It was 
a heroic spectacle, which has gone 
without its meed; it is easier to be 
moved by the h of the small and 
helpless than of great and power- 
ful, but Russia’s heroism wes as great 
ia its different way as Belgium's. Rus- 
sia may be powerful, but the individual 
Russian, fighting with not much more 
than his fists against modern artillery, 
is mo more powerful than the individ- 
ual Beigian, and should be honored-as 
much for his valiant, orderly, and un- 
Wemayed retreat. 

‘The traitor in Russia was the one 
who furnished American troops with 
useless weapons in 1861—graft. It is 


since SouKHOMLINOFF would have been 
hanged instead of merely imprisoned 
if he had wiped out a Russian victory 
to feather his nest and those of others. 
His disgrace and imprisenment are 
sufficient, according to twentieth cent- 
ury customs—another proof that there 
is a mew Russia. The greatest proof 
ef that momentous fact, however, is 
given in the reform of conditions and 
the patient assembling together of new 
forces and new munitions to give to 
Russia the victory she earned @ year 
ago and of which she was defrauded.

THE SHIPPING BILL. 

The shipping crisis has passed into 
a crisis for the shipping bill. The 
eaucus of Democratic Senators has de- 
natured it into a form which no longer 
repels the insurgent Democrata, but 
at the cost of alienating the Republi- 
cans who had supported ft. The Pro- 
stessive Republicans had suppogted 
the bill for the sake of the entering 
wedge of Government ownership and 
operatian. Of that there is left hardly 
a chemical trace. Government en- 
trance into the trade is rather pro- 
hibited than directed. It is allowed 
only upon conditiog that there is no 
other way to use the ships provided 
with Government money. That looks 
like a gold brick to the Republicans 
whe had favored the bill, and they 
talk of keeping it before the Senate 
until snow comes. The Democrats 
also regard themselves as victims of a 
confidence game. 

The original happynthought was to 
employ the idle ships of the belligerent 
nations. At present the idea is to pro- 
hibit this. ‘That would be labor lost. 
Fourteen nations, owning over 40,000,- 
000 tons of the world’s 49,000,000 
steam tonnage, took alarm and passed 
laws forbidding the sale of any steam- 
ships without Government approval. 
Whether the bill is passed or not, the 
world’s ship markets are closed to our 
Government. The only alternative is 
to build ships. That ts equally mal- 
apropos. The original proposal was to 
authorize Government intervention as 
a spur to private enterprise, which 
was declared decadent. In the inter- 
val, 2,296 steamships have been built 
im American yards and put on the 
registry. That is 563,558 tons of Amer- 
ean construction in the last two years, 
and there are among them vessels 
larger than the British yards are now 
“building. The attractions offered by 
the private yards are such that the 
Government is short hundreds of men 
upon the battleships it Is constructing, 
and private construction: is making 
Government construction a poor sec- 
ond. 

Originally the condition was a ship- 
ping crisis, with Government inter- 
vention as a theory for its remedy. 
The present condition is that private 
enterprise has done and is doing all 
that is humanly possible to relieve the 
crisis, and the Government interven- 
tien has been reduced to a theory and 
a shadow. If unexpectedly the Dill 
should pass, it would be no credit ‘to Its 
proposers, so attenuated has it become, 
except regarding the creation of a 
commission with obnoxious powers of 
regulation. There is no trade demand 
for this bill, nor approval of it. 

The proposal to postpone it until 
after the elections offered the sup- 
porters of the bill a golden bridge for 
their retreat until a more convenient 
season, when perhaps they might re- 
turn to their labors refreshed and re- 
inforced.

GERMAN REPRISALS. 

THE TiMEs Bertin cablegram at the 
week-end reported that “ nine peaceful 
“German merchantmen haye been at- 
“tacked without warning by an enemy 
“submarine.” German indignation, it 
ig intimated, may take the form of an 
imperial memorandum to neutrals 
that 

if the Allies, and particularly England, 


persist in breaking international laws, 
Germany may. itself be forced to, take 


“4. reprisals in self-defense, at the sare 


time serving notice that the time may 
come-when Germany will be forced to 
make use of the full reservation of the 
future liberty of action expyessiy made 
fn the last submarine note. Emphasis 
is being laid here {Berlin} on the 
fact that Germany by no means bound 
her hands forever, nor allowed the ef- 
fective submarine weapon to be 
wrested from her. 


Germany has itself produced the 
conditions of insensibility to German 
protests against whatever British sub- 
marinés may 40 to German merchant: | tne 
men, without allegation from even 
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neutrals. It jg not possible for British 
submarines to sink German liners with 
hundreds of innocent civilians aboard, 
There is no reason for suggesting that 
the thing is conceivable even if Ger- 
men Mners had not been cleared off 
the seas in open combat, 

American interests are attacked from 
another ‘point. German organs of. of- 
fielal opinion are suggesting the re- 
vival of reprisals against England in 
the form of “bad submarine war,” 
ceasing to pay any heed to neutrals. A 
further pretext is found in the British 
disregard of the Declaration of Lon- 
don, and the substitution of blockade 
according to international law for Or- 
ders ia Council, The Berlin Post says 
this is a “complete charter entitling 
“us to adopt and apply in a ruthless 


“manner all the instruments of war, 
not so very long, as kistory is counted, | ,, 


at our disposal.” ' 

It is not true that England has freed 
itself from international law by its 
procedure. If it were true it would 
not justify Germany in acting. in a 
lawless manner. It is prudent for bel- 
ligerenta, in their own interests, to 
resort to reprisals sparingly, since 
there is abundant demonstration that 
reprisal leads to reprisal, until even 
the appearance of civilized war is lost, 
and without military gain worth while. 
But belligerents adopt reprisals at 
their peril of offending neutrals be- 
yond endurance. It is incredible that 
Germany would risk sinking another 
Lusitania. It would not be possible to 
shift the blame to another subordinate 
in another Sussex case. Our corre- 
spondence with Germany hag brought 
the question of damage to neutrals by 
reprisals down to the declaration of 
the British prize court, which declared 
thet it was administering interna- 
tional law in the Zamora case:— 


The law of nations, founded upon 
justice, equity, conscience, and the 
reason of the thing, and confirmed by 
long usage, does not allow’of reprisals, 
except in case of violent injuries, di- 
rected or supported by the State, and 
justice absolutely denied in re minime 
dubia by all the tribunals, and after- 
ward by the Prince. Where the judges 
are left free, and give evidence accord- 
ing to their conscience, though it 
should be erroneous, that would be no 
ground for reprisals. 


The German Prince has been more 
gracious than the German prize courts. 
Germany has officially admitted that 
it has offended against international 
law in the matter of reprisals injurious 
to neutrals in general and the United 
States in particular. The revival of 
reprisals in an unlawful manner is a 
eontingency which it is insulting to 
Germany to suggest, and, therefore, 
unnecessary to consider, whatever the 
Berlin press may say. The record 
shows both what Germany lost by the 
adoption of lawful methods and how 
little worth while to Germany lawful 
submarine warfare is. During the last 
three months British tonnage losses 
have been, according to the record of 
The Journal of Commerce: In April, 
153,768; in May, 48,051, and in June, 
46,905. That raises the concrete ques- 
tion whether it is worth while for Ger- 
many to risk offending the world for 
the sake of increasing its destruction 
of British tonnage by some 100,000 
tens a month, considering that the de- 
struction is less than the current con- 
struction. Not even desperation could 
justify such a step, except for the sake 
of producing conditions justifying sur- 
render at discretion, with the dis- 
honars of such war.

So far as known they had no “ mother 
ship’’ in attendance, and for the whole 
sixteen days of the passage they were 
exposed to all the chances of war,” in 
addition to those, so numerous for every 
submarine, of the sea, What they couldS 
not do for themselves none could do for 
them. 

Fortunately for the world as well as 
for Germany, there is not a navy in the 
world that would have to call twice for 
a crew to make such a voyage. 

The importance of the journey could 
easily be exaggerated—indeed it will 
be. But its interest is great, and it is 
at least conceivable, though not very 
easily, that it marks the beginning of 
what will develop into an extensive 
carrying of passengers and freight 
along under-water lanes. Even sub- 
marines, one must remember, travel on 
the surface when to do so is safe or 
not too dangerous, There ig no obvious 
reason at present known why a real 
merchantman in time of peace should 
ever take the submerged routes.

True,- 1 io sete tol te She: koher von 
imply, but, also, it ts the kind of talk, 
as\to Mexjeo, 6f which we hear most, 
and for that reason is rous talk, 
The widespread confusion of the public 
mind on Mexican subjects is due largély 
to idle\talk; grave Administration errors 
in meeting perplexities: of the Mexican 
situation from time to time are to be 
attributed to idle talk; the misdirected, 
mischievous activities and intemperate 
statements of the well-intentioned and 
uninformed constitute one of the most 
virulent exhibits of the idle talk germ, 

Yet whether we call it ‘‘idle talk,” 
or ‘pacifist propaganda,” or “ per- 
nicious activity,”’ according to our light 
and sense of humor, the fact remains 
that. Christian gentlemen, so known, 
working with the declared purpose of 
establishing lasting peace between Mex- 
ico and the United States, are urging 
the Administration to raise the border 
embargo in order that cartridges and 
rifles may, be sent across to Carranza. 
And some of the Washington elect, 
forgetting Santa Ysabel, Columbus, 
Glenn Springs, et al., have been lend- 
ing—ere lending an ear to the sugges- 
tion. 

It is amazing that such a suggestion 
eould, in the eireumstances, be made 
by one calling himself American; it is, 
as you gay, unbelievable that it will 
be heeded; but, none the less, resump- 
tion of the border arms traffic is being 
warmly advocated. Can travesty of 
“peace work "’ go further? 

It is claimed by these seekers to 
“serye mankind’’— American brand 
barred—that Carranza cannot clean up 
the bandits unless we send him ammu- 
nition. How about those 500,000 armed 
veterans with whom Obregon had pro- 
vided him against “invasion”? What 
of the .7,000 to 8,000 daily output of 
cartridges reported from his factories? 
And of the rifles and machine guns pro- 
duced near Chihuahua? 

But taking these boasts for what, in- 
deed, they are-—idle talk—I call atten- 
tion to two outstanding facts it is well 
for us to remember: 

First, Carranza is at iad as. well 
supplied with arms and ammunition as 
the bandits, and claims to have 90 per 
cent, of all Mexicg enrolled. 

Second, it is well known to those who 
know Mexico and the especial variety 
of its ‘“ patriotism" that bandits se- 
cure their rifles and cartridges from 
the Carranza soldiers. 

The Administration should by now 
have profited by its experience with 
Carranza, and know that his words and 
his acts do not tally; that he is not 
strong in his country; that he cannot 
be depended upon; that the troubles of 
poor Mexico-and of America, too—are 
not over; that any ammunition allowed 
to go over the border now is likely 
sooner or later to be used against us, 
either by Carranza or by- his successor, 
or by the bandits that get their sup- 
plies through ‘' Government”’ troops. 
In the face of this, and with 100,000 
young Americans on the border, the 
Administration cannot lift the embargo 
to supply Mexicans with munitions 
with which to kill Americans—as_ the 
Christian gentlemen are asking be done. 

Even at the risk of the displeasure 
of Dr.,. Jordan and Amos Pinchot, we 
hope the Administration will stand by 
the Evarts quotation in Mr. Lansing’s 
ringing message to Carranza, to wit: 
* The first duty of ‘@ nation is to pro- 
tect the life and property of its citizens. 
This is a paramount obligation, and the 
nation that fails to perform it no longer 
deserves to be called a nation.” 

The State Department has. been over 
three years finding that quotation. Now, 
at last, perhaps, we are to witness so- 
licitude for American citizens.

Dowling Will Attempt Return Trip 
from Battery on July 29. 


Robert Dowling, the 19-year-old locai 
long ‘distance swimmer, who last Sum- 
mer covered the thirty-four miles around 
Manhattan Island in 18 hours 45 min- 
utes, will attempt on July 29 to swim 
from the: Battery to Sandy Hook and 
back. 

The one-way trip has only been ac- 
complished so far by five men, and the 
record stands to “the credit of George 
Meehan of Boston, at 7 hours 18 min- 
utes, . 

The feat to be undertaken by Dowling 
is especially difficult because of tidal 
conditions, which makes it a test of 
speed, as well as of endurance. Success 
hinges upon the ability of the swimmer 
to complete the downward leg on the 
ebbing current, the upward on the flood- 
ing, for it is beyond human power to 
beat the tide once it has set in the di- 
rection opposite to the swimmer’s course. 
This means holding a’ fast pace con- 
tinuously for.about fourteen: hours; 

Dowling is training for «the trial at 
Springlake, N. J.. under T. J. Howland, 
well known as a coacn, and the latter is 
confident that if. weather conditions are 


favorable his young pupil will finish 
the long journey.

port. Despite this conjuncture of ad- 
verse circumstances, United States 
Steel lost less than a point yesterday 
when a good many other stocks, nota- 
bly among the railroads, furnished 
counterparts of the steadiness of United 
States Steel. 

A decline in the Steel Corporation's 
unfilled orders was forcecast in the 
statement which Chairman Gary is- 
sued last week. That forecast, how- 
ever, was coupled with a statement 
that in all probability the eartiings for 
the past quarter will be shown, when 
the statement is issued at the end of 
this month, to have been greater than 
those of the previous three months. 
The Street bore that fact in mind yes- 
terday as an offset to the other fact 
that last month the Steel Corporation 
delivered steel a little faster than new 
orders were entered. 

It was not until the last quarter hour 
of trading that call money got above 
4% per cent., then it jumped to 6 per 
cent. Extensive calling of loans was 
the immediate cause of the rise in 
money rates. For an explanation of 
the calling of loans Wall Street revert- 
ed to the figures of Saturday’s bank 
statement, which showed a loss of 
close to $50,000,000 in cash, and a de- 
cline in surplus to the smallest figure 
since the Federal Reserve system was 
organized :in November, 1914. These 
changes were attributed by bankers to 
‘the continuing effects of the large 
withdrawals at the close of June, and 
in the first days of July, when the in- 
come tax was being paid to the Gov- 
ernment, and when the semi-annual 


‘requirements were being met. The 
{money market was inclined, therefore, 


to look upon the day’s high rate as the 
result of a temporary condition. At 
the same time yesterday’s experience 
strengthened the belief in banking cir- 
cles that the money market has moved 
definitely into a period of less easé 
than it displayed for ‘a long time after 
the establishment of the Federal Re- 
serve system began to éxert its effect.

The Directors of the newly formed 
American International Terminals 
Company meet today to perfect their 
organization.

An official said that in no place would 
terminal work be started until the co- 
operation of the city concerried had been 
gained.

Have. Right to. Promote 
Subordinates. 








SCHNEIDER CASE -A. TEST 





Pay of an Employe Held Up by 
Controller as Not Being 
Authorized. 





The Appellate Division, in a unanimous 


opinion handed down yesterday, de- 


clared that County. Clerk: Schneider, and 
incidentally all of the other County 
Clerks in the city, had the right to make 
such promotions in his office as he 
pleased, provided that. he kept within 
the appropriation provided for salaries 
and complied with the rules and regula- 
tions of the State Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

The question was raised by the case 
Of George E. Plancon, who had been 
Promoted from a clerkship at $1,000 a 
Year to one paying $1,200. Controller 
Prendergast refused to certify the pay- 
roll containing the promotion on\ the 
ground that it failed to show that Mr. 
Schneider had complied with the terms 
of the budget. 

The decision establishes the authority 
of elective officials in the various coun- 
ties over their subordinates and’ frees 
them from the interference of the Board 
of Estimate or-from any of the board’s 
agents. The question was left to Mr, 
Schneider to fight and the Plancon cast 
was deemed a good one for a test. The 
opinion was written by Justice Davis, 
and. it explained that the purpose of the 
board was to reduce the number of em-

Princess Yolanda of Italy Sald to 
be the Chosen Bride. 


ROMB, June 29, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Unconfirmed re- 
ports that Prince Edward Albert of 
Wales, heir apparent to the British 
throne, seeks the hand of Princess Yo- 
landa, the eldest daughter of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel of Italy,have excited wide- 
spread discussion here.

Steel Nets Are Being Put Up 
Rapidly at Asbury Park 
to Protect Bathers. 





DESPERATE FROM HUNGER 





Scarcity of Fish Thought to. Ex- 
‘plain Raids by Sharks on 
This Coast. 





ASBURY PARK, N. J., July 10.—Tiger 
sharks will hold but little terror for 
bathers in the waters hereabouts within 
a few days. Today the final work was 
being rushed on the nef protectors about 
all Asbury Park beaches, and in Ocean 
Grove the contractors who received the 
job of erecting steel nets began work. 
Efforts to land some of the sharks 
known to be in the inshore waters were 
continued with zeal. ° 

At Fourth Avenue, where the grounds 
had been inclosed by the steel nets, a 
record. breaking crowd of bathers en- 
joyed the surf. . At these beaches the 
steel nets are riveted. to extra strong 
sets of poles sunk in the square about 
the. grounds. At the Fourth Avenue 
beach, where the work was rushed. at 
emergency speed, the nets were fastened 
to the bathing poles. 

Some ‘of the city. dwellers who visited 
Asbury Park yesterday showed a dis- 
position to scoff at the shark scare, but 
realization -of the serious aspect of the 
situation was brought home through the 
rigid enforcement, by beach guards and 
patrolmen, of the ordinance requiring 
bathers to keep within protected surf 
areas. Fishermen who took the morning 
trip yesterday eight miles out to sea 
aboard the Tuna, the local fishing boat, . 
brought back the news that four huge} 


sharks had been sighted, one of them 
about-a mile off shore. 

The fishermen caught net a single 
fish—in fact, they didn’t get a bite. 
Opinion was divided to whether this 
was a cause or an effect with regard to 
the presence of sharks. If the fish are 
missing from these waters because of 
the sharks, some argued, that condition 
would account for the sharks’ voracity 
and exceptional fearlessness in ap- 
proaching the beaches. Others said the 
presence of sharks in great numbers 
close to shore showed simply that there 
were but few fish this year, and that 
therefore the sharks were mad with 
hunger, 

The ‘sharks sighted from the Tuna 
showed no hesitancy about approaching 
the boat. One, about six miles out, cut 
through the water within eight feet of 
the rail, so that the fishermen were able 
to make out the shadowy outline of its 
form. One dorsal fin.. showed above 
water, and was-about the size of a large 
palm fan. °
